But the fact-* set out in the subsequent case have 
never been litis. tied or passed upon in any way. and 
it is t he. afore illogical ami an abuse of terms to say 
that the judgineut relied upon in a judgment upon 
ra« sterits oj the prt**-nt oa*e*and for that reason 
must operate as^ft bar to any relief. 

The whole argument in support of tho view of the 
ehaneellor proceed ■* upon the assuniption that there 
exists some inexorable rule of practice which re- 
quires a plaiutilf, when his petition shall be adjudg- 
ed insuthcient on demurrer, either to ask leave to 
amend, or, as a penalty for his fading to do this, to 
forfeit all future right to sue upon a cause of action 
not set forth in the defectivcpeliiiou.althou.il at- 
tempted. Hut no such rule of practice baa ever pre- 
vailed either under the Civil Code or prior to its 
ad option. 

For reasons sufficient l* apparent upon the reconl.it 
will be proper upon the rturn of the cause to nllow 
the appellee to amend his answer, should he offer to 
do 80 wit Inn a reasonable time. 

The judgment is therefore r- rrr>t /, a'id the cause 
remanded tor further proceedings in conformity with 
this opinion.
